N D President Grant w hand in

So thought many a panic-stricken brokeT tn 
most of the financial centers of the United States 
during the ominous afternoon of 
Ihursday, 
Sept. 23, 186 9. 
So also thought a vastly 
greater number of merchants, compelled m their 
regular business dealings to pay certain of their 
debts in gold, which gold they must now buy at 
outrageous prices, often ruinous prices, from the 
“ dirty crooks” above mentioned, who seemed to 
be receiving direct and indispensable aid from 
the treasury of the United States. 
The press was skirting the edges of libel in 
its accounts of the monstTous theft. 
An edi­ 
torial in the New York Times that morning had 
announced that the gold bulls in 
all Street 
were confidently claiming that everybody con­ 
nected 
with the 
federal treasury, 
including 
President Grant, was actively supporting this 
devastating corner in gold. 
And on the Gold 
Exchange its price kept marching upward to 
unheard of levels. 
Into the gold room on this tremendous day 
"comes Jim Fisk, flamboyant and picturesque 
partner of that silent man of mystery and 
menace. Jay Gould. 
Brains and boldness both these conspirators 
possess in abundance, but it is F isk who has 
the loud voice in this duet; Gould sings very 
softly, but it was he who wrote the music. 


^A ^ Fisk strolls nonchalantly into the ex- 
■Im. change, he seems somewhat like a snowball 
in a blast furnace; an asbestos snowball, that 
is. for the surrounding heat and fury do not 
cause him to melt; do not even wilt his collar 
nor crack his bland smile. 
A ll about him are brokers; at least they were 
brokers earlier in the day. but right now they 
are roaring wild animals, struggling to slay be­ 
fore they are slain in the desperate battle for 


gold. 
Some have already been slain, financially; 
others see their decease only a few minutes, per­ 
haps seconds, ahead, and are still grappling 
hopelessly against the inevitable. 
The killers are prominent in the seething cen­ 
ter of the mass, their confident battle cries heard 
above the frantic din, offering to buy gold, mil­ 
lions of dollars worth of it. at prices ever mount­ 
ing higher and still higher. 
A broker named 
Albert Speyers is bidding for the Kisk-Gould 
combination and he roars his challenging ofier, 
“ A hundred and forty-two and three-eights for 


a million!” 
No buyers. 
Then the crowd notices that 
Fisk is there, and they rush to him to find out, 
if they can, what is coming next. 
” lt*li go to 200,” is his stunning announce­ 
ment 
“ Better get in out of the wet while you 


can, boys.” 


' \ RO A R of dissent and denial greets him. 
d \ 
rises jauntily to the challenge. 
“ A ll right,” he shouts above the uproar, and 
it suddenly grow? silent. 
” 1*11 bet $30.000 it 
will go to 200! 
Fifty thousand, or any part of 
H. that gold goes to 200!” 
No takers. 
They are dumb with dismay. 
There is only one thing that can stop this bull 
stampede, and that is the sale of some of the 
gold in the United States treasury. 
They question Fisk about this possibility, and 
he drops broad hints to indicate his confident 
beliel that both the secretary of the treasury 
and the president of the United Stales are 
among those who hope to profit by this corner­ 
ing of the gold market. 
At 3 o’clock the exchange closes. 
Gold has 
risen to 143, after a recoid-breakmg day in 
which the transaction» in the gold room aggie- 
gated $239,000.000. 
Heaven knows what is to happen on the mor­ 
row; heaven and possibly two others— Ulysses 


S. Grant, who can, if he 
will, turn on the treasury 
spigot to let a flood of 
gold into the market and 
d r o w n the stampeding 
bulls, and Jay Gould, 
black knight of the dou­ 
ble-cross. 
When th e exchange 
was opened that 1 hurs- 
day morning, Gould had 
about 30 millions of gold, 
and he began at once to 
sell, secretly. 
Not even 
his own par t ner, Jim 
Fisk, knew of Gould’s 
desertion. 
W h i l e Fisk 
was strutting noisily about 
the 
exchange, 
boosting 
the price of gold, his wily 
associate was back in a 
broker’s ofece whispering 
selling orders that tended 
to bring that price down.

hastily to Washington, to 
attend a conference, late 
Thursday night, between 
President Grant and Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury 
Boutwell, d e e p l y dis­ 
turbed by the news from 
the New York Gold Ex­ 
change. 
Grant was even more 
deeply 
di.-turbed 
t ha n 
Boutwell. 
Events were 
threatening to i n v o l v e 
him, as president of the 
United States, in a finan­ 
cial scandal of gigantic 
proportions. 
He recalled th e re­ 
peated and successful ef­ 
forts 
made during 
the 
mo nt hs preceding 
by 
Gould and f isk to in­ 
gratiate themselves with 
him; how he had met 
them socially at the New York home of his 
somewhat slippery brother-in-law, A . R. Cor­ 
bin; how he had rather conspicuously accepted 
their hospitality, in their opera house and on 
board their palatial steamships. 
Especially he remembered now their persist­ 
ent interest in converting him to the notion that 
the welfare of the country, notably the prosper­ 
ity of the western farmers, would be greatly 
promoted by keeping up the price ol gold, in­ 
deed, by raising it to a much higher level than 
it had recently held. 
This could not be done, 
so they had told him, unless the U . S. treasury 


this crisis and these suspicions warrant the treas­ 
ury’s interference in the struggle between the 
bulls and bears of W all Street?’ 
They seem to have decided that such inter­ 
ference would be justified and desirable only it 
the events of tomorrow should indicate that the 
price of gold was being forced to a height which 
meant nation-wide disaster. 
Tonight they would 
do nothing. 
Tomorrow they would keep close 
to the telegraph. 
A t 9:30 Friday morning— “ Black Friday” 
— members swarmed into the gold exchange. 
Sales could not begin till 10 o’clock; but every­ 
body hoped to get some advance information.

O A C K in New York, the tumult and 
■*-* the screaming on the gold exchange 
grew ever louder and more frantic. Men 
of wealth and position were grasping 
desperately at the fugitive remnants of 
their fortunes. 
Everybody seemed to be 
trying to buy gold before its pnee went 
entirely out of sight and reach. 
Speyers was within the limits where 
Fisk had ordered him to buy all he 
could get, and be stood firm. A dozes 
resuscitated bears rushed upon him, of­ 
fering to sell, and he bought all they offered. 
Then the final blow was struck; the news got 
out— “ The treasury’s selling!" 
In 13 minute* the price of gold fell al most

guarded by armed thugs. 
Gould, who had cleared several millions by 
his double-crossing tactics, made a satisfactory 
settlement with Fisk and they continued to be 
partners.
